The Lake Case. 

Mr. Lindsay, on behalf of the 
plaintiff, made the closing argument 
in the Lake divorce case this morning. 
He spoke from 9 until 12 o’clock. He 
made an eloquent appeal for his client, 
replying to the uspersions of the learn- 
ed counsel of thedefendant. At the 
conclusion of Mr. Liudsay’s argument 
Court took a recess until 1 o’clock. At 
that hour Judge King took the so- 
called bench, the lawyers were in 


waiting, the parties to the suit were 
present, spectators had gathered and 
all the jurors were in their places ex- 
cept J. E. Fowle. As the mills of jus- 
tice could not grind in the absence of 
Mr. Fowle, everybody waited expect 

antly for that gentieman’s appear- 
ance. At 1:15 the clerk shouted J. E. 
Fowle,” and that gentleman was seen 
entering the room. His appearance was 
the signal for the wheels of litigation 
to be set in motion. 

Judge King read to the jury 36 
special inter tories, submitted by 
the Court, iu writing, to all of which 
the jury were required to reply. The 
questions all reiated to matters of 
fact in dispute between the parties. 
The jury were not called upon to de- 
cide the main question of divorce. 
That was reserved for the decision of 
the Court. The questions asked the 
jury were whether certain alleged acts 
of cruelty. had been committed; 
whether there was provocation for 
them; whether they endangered the 
life or limb or health of the plaintiff, 
or caused her great mental anguish; 


whether such acts had been expressly 


condoned, and, finally, whether there 
was reason to fear that the plaintiff 
would be in danger of bodily harm 
should she again live with the defend- 
ant. 

The jury retired at 1:45 to ruminate 
over the written instructions of the 
Court, and te decide upon their an- 
swers to the 36 questious, The law- 
yers took a good look at the jurymen, 
as though they did not expect to see 
them aguin very soon. Counsel on 
both sides entered their exceptions to 
everything read or said by the Court 
to the jury, for fear that something 
bad been read or said to which excep- 
tion might be taken. Learned coun- 
sel for plaintiff theu moved for a de- 
cision in regard to the motion for 
counsel fees and alimony. The Court 
was not prepared to give any decision, 
aod so the matter rested.

The accident 
was presumably caused by some miner 
“firing a shot” in a forbidden part of 
the workings.
